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AMENDMENT IN RESPONSE TO SECOND OFFICE ACTION 

Initial Comments: 

This response addresses the rejection of Claim 1-9, 11-3 0, 
32-43, and 45-82. Claims 20-24 and 79-80 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 101 as being directed to non-statutory subject matter. 
Claims 79-80 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by US Publication 2004/0044976 (Schultz) . Claims 1- 
9, 11-30, 32-43, 45-78, and 81-82 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being rendered obvious by "Focus Report: Timing 
Analysis" (Schulz) and Schultz. 

Claims 1, 6, 7, 9, 12, 14, 15, 18, 19, 25, 30, 33-36, 38- 
42, 45, 50, 51, 53, 55-58, 61, 62, 67, 68, 70, 72-75, and 78 are 
amended herein. Claims 2, 11, 20-24, 26, 46, 54, 63, 71, and 
79-82 are cancelled herein, thereby rendering the rejection of 



those claims moot. Claims 10, 31, and 44 were previously 
cancelled. Claims 83-96 are added. 
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
